Winston says e discovered n few days ago
thnt Stanley hind misapplied #70,000 and that
most of it had gonein wild and recikless
speoulation on the Chicago stock exchinge
T'he wrocked covporation wis organized liss
full, succeeding the old firm of P. X Stanley
& Co.  Prior to the organizetion of the new
company Stanley was engaged in contidential
business with certnin  customerd, and a con-
siderable portion of this private business woas

never merged into the business of  the
firm. Among the teansactions which the

Winstons elaim were put through by Stanley
in his individunl capaeity, were deals with
T H. MeCorwlck and J. F. Keony, iuvoly-
ing respectively #5000 and $125,000,  After
Stanley became convineed of his linbility to
criminal prosecution he gave it out thut the
corporation was llubla to MeCormick, Keeny
and others for mouey intrusted to and appro-
printed by him.

The Winstons, sald MeCormick, threaten
to bring suit ngainst the corporation, and he
nskea the court to esjoin him and others from
80 duing.

The court took no nction on this polnt
today, and MoCormick filed a sult ngalnst the
company for 850,000 dumnges,

The assets, according to Winston, are suffi-
cient to meet all obligations and the value of
the securitics held by bpanks exceed the
amouut of indebtedness by §10,000,

SBingular Discovery of Little Folks
Who Dwell in a Cave,

Stanley and Du Chaitlu have rivals,
says a New York speeial to the San
Francisco Examiner., According to a
dispatch from Indianapolis, some boys
have discovered n eave in CUrawlord
gounty, Ind., and which is inhabited by
arace of humans averaging less than
three feet in height and about forty
pounds in weight,

Of course the boys were laughed ot
when they told their story, Then they
returned to the enve, and, alter convine-
ing themselves that they were not
drenming, came baek and excited the
curiosity of hundreds of citizens by re-
iterating their story, A large expedi-
tion has been organized to visit the cave,

The underground cave-dwellers ap-
wear, according to deseriptiens by the
hoys, Lo be the lowest type of humanity.
They run upon all fours when they tire
of the ervet position. They exhibited
extreme fear of the intruders and clam
bered with agility over heaps of stones
in their frantic flight,

Not a vestige of clothing covered
them, and the boys suy they noticed no
signs of hirsuteness or other physicul
marks of the low orders of the animal
kingdom. The form is not well devel-
oped, and males are little If any superior
to the females. Their food can be noth-
ing except fish from the streams which
abound in the cave, for long before their
place of abode is reached every vestige
disappears of the animuls which haunt
the caves or seck refuge therein.

When the youthful explorers were oh-
gerved o baby-like chattor arose, which,
awakening the echoes of the cave, was
almost deafening, Efforts will be mado
to capture some of these remuarkable
people.

Bulky Food for Ponltry in Winter—
Laying Up Secd Corn—-A Remarks
able Potato Crop -Plowing
in the Fall,

In a bulletin issued by Dr, Kennedy,
| secretary ol the lowa state board of
health, issgiven the following valunble
proventive mensures of hog cholera:

1. Assoon us the herd has bocome (n-
Heoted, the healthy animals should be

far away there will bo no danger from
infoction by contnet, dininaga of the
soil,water or gusts of wind, They should
be given ample space, so that if there
are disensed animals donong them iv will
not sprend so rapidly ws when they ave
crowdoed, "The bodies of those vemoved
may be disinfeeted by pouring ovor them
a 2 per cent solution of curbolic aeid, or
two und onehinlf ounces of aeid Lo one
gullon of water, and ulso driving them
through the solution to disinfect theie
feat.

2 Destroy all diseased animals. As
or cure, destruction Is tho simplost and
most cconomical in the end, A single
tisonsed animal will soon infeot a hevd,

{0 Bueh dend body should be burled so
docp no anlmal ean got at (t. It should
be covered with a layer of slocked lime
soveral inches thick. I burncd eare
should be taken that parts not buened
are burled ns above, The sale and car-
rying of such dead podies 1o rendering
estublishments is prohibited by law, and
Is o most prolitic means of spreading the
disens,

4. There should be froquent and thor-
ough disinfection of the premises, and
cleanliness maintined, Slaked lime 18 o
good disinfectant for hog cholera, using
one pound of lime to o gallon of wator,
It may be used aus o whitewash on the
tenves and pens, and spread over thesoil
in o thin loyer and thrown into  pools,
hog washes, or wherever the water stag.
nates, A more efticient disinfectant is
erude carbolic neid, costing about &1 per
gullon, and an equal quantity of sulphiur-
fe ncld, The two nelds should be eare-
fully mixed in o glass jur or bottle and
poured slowly into wator ina wooden
pail, in proportion of two ounces of the
aoid mixture to one gallon of water.
This should be used with n broom ov
brush upon  woodwork, fences, pens,
floors, tools, ete,, nnd nlso dushod over
the soil. Forshoes nnd boots,brush them
with a mixture of one-fourth ounce of
earbolic neid and one-half gallon of wn-
ter, Pails after using should ba rinsed
with water to prevent the aeld from de-
stroying the iron hoope.

5. All manupe from sick hogs should
be disinfectod belore romoyal,

6. Alter a disinfection of premises, no
hogs should be allowed thoreon for at
least four months,  Where a few ani-
mals are left that bave been exposed
0o fresh anlmals should he added to
them for six months, I it 1s necessary
to put fresh animnls where the disease
hus been, as in stockyards, ete., then all
prior infected animals should be killed
and the Fretnim previously disinfoected,
as stated,

7. Sick hogs should not be permitted
tostruy into out-of-the-way places, un-
der buildings and into fence corners or
under straw stacks, thus scattering the
disease, s0 08 to make infection impossi-
ble. They should be penned or inelosed
in u yard where proper attention can be
given them, and other hogs kept from
them,

8. Where no disinfection is had hogs

should not be admitted on premises
where the disease has provailed for one
yenr,  Itis believed that the cholera

goerms will lose their vitality cutirely in
one year.

. All domestie animals, espocinlly
sheep, that have beon in contact with
diseased hogs should be enclosed awny
from all other animals and closely
wubehed,

10. No person from a favin or premises
where hog cholera does exist, or has ex-
isted, should be permitted to come on
wremises where the disepse does not ex-
151, unless previous disinfection is had of
his boots und clothing.

11. All bivds, wild or tume, should be
excluded from infected premises,

After all this trouble, there still pe-
mins the dangoer ol a fresh Introduction
of the disense, 1t is difficult for one
farmer to protect himself when con-
stantly mennced by his neighbors, Still,
ivis much casier to keep it away than to
eridicate it It is buest, therefore, in
thoss regions where the disense is nl-
wiays mora or less present, to keep the
hogs in more lHmited space and enclo-
sures of such form and size that dis-
infection may be had with less labor and
more aelinite results,

1t Is confidently believed if these
rules be faithfully observed wherever
the disonse exists, hog eholern can he
permanently eradicated from the state,

Though winter freezing will not de-
stroy tho germs, there is good reason to
belicve they will not survive more than
w year inany soil,  But it is enerled and
distributed, throughout the year, from
plices where cases have occurred, and
thus the virus Is kept nlive.  Heneo the
necessity for extensive concerted nction
among fnrmers,

Hog cholers germs have never been
found in soil or water independent of the
Qiseuse, Neither have they ever been
found excopt in the body or discharges
of disensed hogs, und from these the in-
foction spreuds,

Bulky Food for Poultry,

It is only recently that clover hay has
been found to be the cheapast and  best
winter food for laying hons, und that by
it use the great dimeulty of awroeuring
green tood is overcome, suys the Waoest-
ern Stockman and Cultivator.  In fact,
the essentinl want of the hens in winter
is not so much that of greon food as of
bulky food of n nitrogencus chavacter,
For many years the writers und bresders
hove mude o specialty of recommending
ull kinds of grains for poultry, the only
varlation belng  that at certain times
somo of it was to be whole graing, and at
othor times soft food was to be given, It

To prepare it as food for hens, clover
hay should be cut fine with a feed cuttor
nnd scoldod,  The scolding is done by
pouring boiling water over Ity In a tub
at night, throwing a covering on it and
nllowlng it to remain until morning. In
the morning, before feeding, add, for
every twenty heng, one pound of Fround
grain mixture, This grain mixture may
be  propared by mixing twenty-live
pounds of ground corn and onts (they nre
usunlly ground together) ton pounds of
bran, five pounds of middlings, two
pounds of linseed meal and four ounceas
of salt, the whoele to be well mixed,

Seed Corn,

It seems out of senson to discuss this

soring by way of supplying those furme
ers who do not read furm papors,

Points in Favor of Clover,

The following is anextract from bulles
tin No. 10 of the lows agricultural exe
peviment station, treating of rust and
blight in wheat, onts and buvley In 15008

Clover (if it was sown in suliclong
quantities) would not only cause our
soils to be much more moist than they
wre now, but it would increass their fors

mechanienl condition,  Clover should be
sown not only for what it would do for
our ciimute and other erops, hut beenuse
there Is more money in it thun in any
other arep which can be grown success=
fully in lowa, excapt corn. Why not
muke elover one of our principsl erops,
instend of onts, which have failed of«
tener than they have proveld profitable
on account of unfavorable eclimatic cone
ditions, And who not substitute Mane
shury buavley for onts? It is compnrge
tively free from rust and hlight in lowa,
It 1s very productive, hos good stron
straw, yields more dollars’ worth  of di-
gostible nutrients per nere in all kinda
of sensons than onts, and ns o nurse crop
for clover, it is much better than oy
apring  wheat, Although timothy,
clover, onts, barley, corn and rye, are
very common crops in lown, yet there
are but foew farmers who have tried to
detepmine the difference between the
feeding values of an avernge vere of onts
und an average acre acre of any of the
other erops which | have named.  Allof
them are sulllelently palatable when in
good condition; but some of them ara
not well adapted to our climate; and
from equul areas of land=some of them
will produce much more and much bets
ter food for the domestic ynimals than
others.
